- ‘(The motion picture: industey is slowly 
getting out of the class of a game and. 
more im- the class of a business,’ the 
Bank points out. “The evolution : is 
not yet complete, but,to its progress 
ithe events of 1992 and 1923 have coutri- 
buted notably. 
has been taking. place. during the past 
two years, resulting in; the establishment 
of three fundamental principles: : first, 
that production costs cannot be enlarged: 
indefinitely without strainin; the finan- 
cial basis of production to the breaking 
point; second, that sound « financing 
methods are indispensable for the'pro- 
gress of the industry; and third, that 
public approval and good will aro its’ 
most, valuable assets. 

Until the motion picture industry 
was the spoiled child among American 
industries, spending ad lavishly as ait 
leased on” more and. moro eostly pro- 
luctions, knowing that the generous 
public would foot ‘the’ bills, this con- 
dition was not permanent. Judging by 
the volume of collections under the 
Federa! tax,on admissions to all classes 
of entertainments, the 12 ménths ending 
June 30th, ~1021, established ‘the record 
for expenditure on admissions to enter- 
tainments. Undoubtedly, “admissions to 
motion, picture theatres formed the 


larger sbare of this total, there are fo . 


‘many. more ,picture houses than legi

Costs of production in this industry, 
as in. others, have’ risen rapidly’ in the 
past few years. Once it was possible to 
preduce an acceptable ‘‘ feature’ pic- 
ture for a few thousand dollars.

Spectacular superprodactions of the 
million-dollar class magnify the risk 
which the producer rans.

The recovering of such 
a large investment.in production takes a 
longer time ‘than realizing cost and’ pro-, 
fits on smaller pictures. For .a year or, 
longer the produ ucer must lose interest 
.on bis, capital which is tied up in.tho 
pictures, or pay, interest or Jouns: before 
profits begin.
